In the dark days between. Angust,-1914; and November, 1918, the national 
exisence of this Dominion was threatened and the ‘liberties’ of the whole 
world hung-in-the balance-—Our-imtependence-has-been maintained and 
our freedom made secure;thanks-to-the-patrioti atrd ie 
forts of the average man.and woman. With the removal of a taeves 
that threatened, have we lost that fine enthusiasm for Canada and the Em- 
pire which made us willing to bear all things with fortitude that victory 
might be achieved? In other words, while Canadians were willing Ao die 
for Canada, are they now prepared to live for Canada? "
